1. VIENNA MEETING. PRAVDA CARRIES WITHOUT FURTHER 
COMMENT THE PRESS STATEMENT REPORTED REFTEL. THE 
PRAVDA RUSSIAN LANGUAGE VERSION TRANSLATES "SPEEDY" IN 
CONNECTION WITH COMPLETION OF CSCE AS "BYSTREYSHEYE", 
WHICH EQUATES IN THIS CONTEXT MORE NEARLY TO ENGLISH 
"SPEEDIEST POSSIBLE". 
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2. BILATERAL AFFAIRS. PRAVDA AND IZVESTIYA CARRY ACCOUNTS 
OF THE SCHLESINGER U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT INTERVIEW. 
CONCENTRATING ON HIS EXHORTATIONS TO ALLIES TO INCRESE 
DEFENSE SPENDING AND HIS "THREAT" OF THE USE OF MILITARY 
FORCE IN CASE OF AN OIL EMBARGO. SCHLESINGER'S STATEMENT
